Paris, Aug. 27.—The 1928 renun 
ciation of war treaty condemns re 
course to war for the solution of in 
ternational controversies and the 
signatory nations renounee it as an 
instrument of national policy in 
their relations with one another. 

The treaty provides that settle- 
ment or solution of all disputes or 
conflicts of whatever nature or 
whatever origin they may be,” shall 
be sought only by pacific means. 

The preamble declares that) any 
signatory power which seems to 
promote its national interests by re- 
sort to war shall be denied the 
benefits furnished by the treaty. 
Thus, if a signatory state resorts to 
war in violation of the pact the other 
contracting parties are 
from their obligations 
treaty to that state. 

In proposing the treaty, Secretary 
Kellogg of the United States ¢ 
clared it does not restrict or impair 
in any way the right of self-defense 
and does not conflict with the 
League of Nations covenant. since 
the covenant imposes no affirmative 
primary obligation to go to war.
